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Have received the third part of No Proteſtant Plot 
which you were pleaſed to ſend me out” of England: 
And I cou'd have wiſhed the two preceding parts 
had accompanied it which I don't find are to be 
met with in this Kingdom ; Bur I am apt to believe 
yon did forbear the ſending of them, becauſe they might not 
poſſibly contain ſuch things as the other does in Relation to 
treland, and concerning which you onely deſire to be fatisfied 
in. And therefore I am as heartily rhankful for this, as I have 
teen honeſtly careful to inform my ſelf by the moſt Authen- 
tick papers and the moſt knowing perſons in Afﬀairs here, 
with what truth the Particulars of it touching this Kingdom 
are related in it ; For I will not pretend to meddle with its re- 
lations as to other places, both becauſe they are no part of 
your commands to me, and in regard I have not the ſame 
opportunities of coming to the knowledg of them : But this I 
may adventure to ſay, that if the Author did uſe no greater 
ſincerity in his delivery of paſlages as to the one, than he has 
ſthewn as to the other, he is abſolutely one of the moſt Mali- 
clous and Barefaced LIBELLERS that ( even in this 
time of Exceſs of ſuch Creatures )has been produced : For not 
to detain you to long with Prefacing, but as briefly as may 
be to come to the matter, neither therein to follow this _/- 
BELLER with a diret or formal Anſwer , for fear of 
falling into the Error againſt which So/omon thus Cautions, 
Anſwer not a fool in his own kind leaſt thou alſo be like unto him, 
But only to make ſome few Animadverſions upon his L1BEL, 
for the detetion of his Mallice,and the conviction of his Fall- 
hoods in thoſe parts of it which touch this Kingdom and the 
Government of 1t,according as you expec,and [ have premiſed; 
I find, that alth6 at his firſt entrance upon 7ri/h Affairs in page 
the 24. of his LIBEL , he appears as an Abhorrer of the 
Bloody and Cruel Maſſacres committed by the Papi/ts in the 


late Rebellion of 7reland, yet he onely atſumes that ſhape = 
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this ConjunQure of 7ime, the better to »/ruate himſelf with, 
and the more plauſibly to Convey unto the too Credulous Pie 
place, his deſigned Calumnies upon perſons Concerned 1n the 
preſent Government of this Kingdom; who are all firm Prote- 
ftants, and moſt of whom by their Zea/oxs oppoſitionsof the Po- 
piſh Party during the time of that Rebellzon , as every of them 
by their ſteady Adminiſtrations ſince, have maniteſted the great- 
eſt Abhorrency in the World of thoſe Cruel s; Although they 
are oppoſite to the preſent FACTIOVS and PzttendedPeote-= 
flant Party ; Which therefore thus hires and employs baſe and 
Mercenary tellows to invent and publiſh ſcandals of them, 
And notwithſtanding he wou'd in page the 16. where he 
makes his next ſtep as. to /rel/and, ſeem only to inveigh againſt 
the ingratitude of the PAPISTS for the Jenities they might 
have received, yet in his handling thereof, he ſcatters malicious 
inveives againſt the Miniſters here, and unjuſtly glances 
upon them,by making inſtances of /enity to have been exten- 
ded to the PAPISTS, and of ſeverity to have been meaſured 
tothe DISSENTERS fince the Kings reſtauration,moſt where. 
of are perfeQly invented,and not any cf them can this Govern: 
ment reaſonably be charged with. Of the former ſort aretheſe 
his following allegations muſterd up in pagethe 172h viz. 


Firſt, hat PRIESTS and FRIERS are to/lerated to ſwarm 
and openly to Celebrate Maſs in Ireland. The contrary wheres 
of is univerſally known in the Kingc5m;Repeated Proclamati- 
ons having been /j#ed from the Lord Zieatenant and Coun- 
cil for the Baniſhing of FRIERS , and ajl others of the Popi/h 
Regular and Titular Clergy out of this Dominion , and promi- 
ſing Rewards which have keen punitually performed to ſuch as 
ſhou'd fad and ſeize them, which tor a great while has render'd 
that ſort of People not to be vi/b/e in theſe parts, and for the 
PRIESTS (who were permitted to ſtay in all times,in ſo much, 
that not any of the ORDERS which came out of Eg/and,nor 
evenan ADDRESS which was lately made by theHouſe ofCom- 


z0x5 there to the King,& by his Majeſty ſent hither for Sani/hing 
the 
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the reſt of the Popiſh Clergy,did mention them) Altho they are 
ſafker'd to remain, yet are they fo ſtrictly inhibited by Proc/a- 
mations , and thoſe of them caught Offending ſo ſeverely pr- 
niſhed, that fora Conſiderable time here has not been any fuch 
open Celebration of the MASS heard of amongſt us, as the 
LIBELLER hath falſly ſuggeſtcd, 


Secondly, that the Introduttion of the whole Popiſh Hierar- 
chy into this Kingdom was Connived at, and a publick Aſſem- 
bly of the PAPAL Clergy allowed by a Commiſſion of the Due 
of ORMONDE to be held and to fit in 1666. The ſcanda- 
lous untruth of both which, do upon inquiry appear very evi- 
dently, for as to that pretended Commiſſion for Aſſembling of 
the Papal Clergy, which I begin with, becauſe from what I ſhall 
ſay by way of anſwer to it, will naturally flow a confutation of 
that feigned connivance ofthe PopiſhHierarchy :1t is to be of ſer- 
ved that as my Lord Duke of 9rmonde, whoſe word will ſurely 
outweigh that of the LZBELLERS, do's utterly deny his ever 
having granted a Commiſſon of that kind, ſo is there no ſuch 
thing to be found,nor the leaſt footſtep.. of it to be met with in 
any of the Offices, through which all Commiſrons muſt paſs te- 
fore they can be of any vertue,and where they are Recorded tor 
every one to have recourſe unto ; Beſides, the Ground upon 
which it is manifeſt the LIBELLER wou'd raiſe this /{r«- 
ture, and the ſourſe from whence it is plain he woud derive 
this Objeion, when explained,and conſidered, cannot bear or 
Warrant any ſuch thing, for they ſtand thus, Peter Walſh (who 
was aſtiff oppoſer both of the Popes Nuntio,and of the whoſe Re- 
bellious party inlrelaud during all the time of the7ri/bRebellion) 
ſometime after the Kings Reſtauration having projeted and Pre- 
ſented to his Majeſty , a Remonſtrance ſigned by him and divers 
other Roman Catholics of this Kingdom , and containing the 
higheſt expreſſions of Loyalty to his Majeſty, and the largeſt 
aſſurances of Fidelity to the Crown, that had ever betore 
been tender'd by Papiſts,and which proved ſo derogatory to 


the 7ſurpations of the Pope, that it was diſcountenanced and 
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Cenſur'd at Rome, Lovain, and other Popiſh Vntverſities, and 
oppoſ'd by the Popes Internuncio then reſiding at Bruxels,who 
did allthat in him lay to dehort PAP7STS againſtit, and upon 
the account of all which,the ſubſcribers and adherers to it have 
not dar'd unto this day to adventure their perſons into any 
torreign parts where the Pope bears ſway. His Majeſty was ve- 
ry well ſatisfied with it, 2nd upon Walſh's repairing into this 
Kingdom about the year 1666. for propagating ſuch the Do« 
Arie of it ( which no Loyal Proteſtant cou'd be againſt ) was 
pleaſed to ſend his inſtructions to my Lord Duke of Ormonde 
His then Lord Lieutenant, for his ſuffering of Peter Walſh to 
meet with ſome 7itular Biſhops,at that time here,to perſwade 
them by his Arguments, and to gain others of the Papiſts by 
their Examples, to ſubſcribe unto that Remoy/trance; which 
meeting His Grace accordingly Permitted, but onely, and fo 
ſtrictly to that end propoſed,as He was both vigilant 1n ſeeing 
that thoſe Biſhops did not make uſe of it to any other purpoſe, 
and careful in providing that they ſhou'd not take up tg 
much time, even in the doing of that buſineſs, and therefore 
very early perceiving that they cou'd not come to fuch an 
Agreement as might produce theeffetts which were expected, 
He Ordered them not only to diſperſe, but to quit the King- 
dom, infomuch that afterwards when Z7:s Grace was call'd 
from the Government, there were not above three Popiſh Bia 
ſhops remaining, two whereof were Bedrid and the third ab- 
ſconded ;a'tho when His Grace returned again to the Govern- 
ment{( in immediate Succeſſion to my Lord of Eſſex )he found 
no leſs then thirteen of them to be here, and them he has cauſ- 
ed to be driven out alſo, and this ſufficiently confutes the 
LIBELLERS allegation ' of His Graces conniving at the 
Popiſh Hierarchy being introduced, which in Engliſh 1s Gover- 
ance,{ince He did thus expel the Governors in-whom it reſided. 


Thirdly, That when the PLOT was to have been executed

it not for the nature of the Information he gave in, which | 
Authority wou'd not paſs over without examining, tor be it þ 
known unto the LIBELLER and to all ſuch whoſe turn 
he wou'd ſerve, and under whoſe pay he writes, that thoſe in | 
GCVERNMENT here, are as apprehenfive of Dangers as they 
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canke ; Though not as inventive of them as they,for this only 
reaſon,are, becauſe not in GOVERNMENT there; Therefore 
of the great /holes of /»ſormations brought in here, ſince the 
firſt diſcovery of the Plot , and which tended to the prof of it, 
not oxe was ever rejefted,altho coming from the vile/t of Men.

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#unning headlong without weighing matters , or if he chance to 
do it, making the ſcales to light on that fide which contains leaſt 
truth, and is liklieſt 70 make the greateſt fir, condus them 
with all /peed and Zuſie to WHITHAL , and in hopes of hav- 
ing this freſh /NFORMER or rather new Engine ſent for over 
to work with, lodges them with Mr. Secretary FENKINS tor 
the /nformation of the XING and COUNCIL, having moſt du- 
rifully and mannerly taken eſpecial care before. to Print and 
publiſh them for the Amuſment of the world,but His MAFESTI 
and the Lords knowing'this Condudtor and his drif? too well,and 
experiencing, ſuch kind of Artifces as this Informer uſed too 
mach , wou'd not be ſo paſſed upon by them and y«t at the 
{ametime were pleaſed ſo far to take notice of thoſe papers, as 
to ſend them over hither with Orders to procced upon them 
according to Law here, where the matter of them were proper- 
ly Cognizable , and where preparations were made for St Laws- 
rence his being ſtriatly proſecuted upon them , The XINGS 
Counſel having by order and with great circumſpettion formed a 
firm [udiftment tor miſdemeanor (which was all that in their 
Opinions the matter could bear) to be preferred againſt him,

where the others were to meet in, thatthey might( without be» 
ing obſerved by them ) ſee themgand hear the diſcourſes bee 
twixt them; Which my LORD LIEU I ENANT complied 
with, and .was accordingly done:, only with this Variation, 
that Mr. Z/AWXINS employed another in that ſervice in the 
ſtead of mac LAYGHLIN, who cou'd not- be found, Inthe 
mean time h;s GRACE keptthis matter as a ſecret from-all pers 
Jons , leaſt any diſappointment ſhou'd befail fuch a promiſed

GENNIS, affirming it to be OWEN DU FFT, and proved it 
to be ſo by invincible Circumſtances;but he owned at the ſame. 
time hs having gon under the name of CON mac GENN/S 
to, and his having had the aforeſaid meetting with HANYT, 
whom withal he proteſted he never ſaw until the night before 
he had the meeting with him, which with 4s other feigned 
parts, he ſaid he wzs prevailed upon to AR, by the defires; of 
one ZZENRT FARREL,whole reaſon tor the fame he knew 
not, but referr'd it to FARRELL to declare: At this proceed- 
ing my Lord LIEUTENANT ( as any one wou'd be ) was 
ſtrangly ſurpriſed, and the more , becauſe His GRACE was 
fatisfied at his firſt ſight of the Man,who now is DY/FFT, and 
before he named himſelf to be ſo, that he was not CON mac 
GENNIS whom ZANY Thad deſcribed,for him His GRACE 
had occaſions to ſee and know long before , inthe quality 
of a Deputy Purſuvant for diſpatching of riſh Wirneſſes, ſent 
for from hence into ENGLAND, but what 1S GRACE moſt 
wonder'd at was,that ZZANFT ſhou'd have affirmed as he did, 
his having had a familiar acquaintance for many years toge- 
ther with that CON mac GENNIS before, and yet that he 
ſhou'd now take this DY/FFT for him ; Hereupon my Lord 
LIEUTENANT had HAWXINS and HANYTwho were 
attending,called in, where ZZANFT upon the queſtion put 
to him, declared again ſuch” his long acquaintance with CON 
mac GENNIS:, and all the other matters touching him , 
and confidently affirmed, that DZ FFT then preſent before 
him was the Man , and Mr. Z74WXINS ( although at his 
firſt coming to my Lord LIEUTENANT , and as is before 
mentioned, he told His Grace that he kyew CON mac GENNIS 
very well, and conſequently , cou'd not but at this time know 


that DV FFI whom he, ſaw thus to perſonate him was anos

mac L AUGIHTLIN was to do-for him;That after mac LADG H- 
LIN (who then went to the North according!y) returned unto 
Town, he came to Farrells houſe ,but told him that he was to 
lodge no longer with himtor that he had a lodging provided 
in another place hard by the faid RAWLINSON; which 
with FARRELLS obſerving cf mac LAU( HLIN to be fluſh 
of money, and underſtanding that Z74WXFINS was come to 
Town, put it out of all doubt with him that there was ſome

name of CON mac GENNIS, came in unto thew, and apply- 
ing himſelf to DY/ FFT whom he took or pretended to take 
for CON mac GENNIS , finding him to be called ſo,ſaid to him 
with much kindneſs , you know we have great buſineſs to do, to 
which DUFFY Anſwered, yes, yes, and ſo after having appoin- 
ted to meet together the next day, zhey then parted, which 
was the only occaſion, as FARRELL aid, of his thus per-. 
ſwading DYFFT to perſonate CON macGENNIJS unto HHan- 
wy, arid of ſuch meeting and diſcourſe had betwixt them, and 
now let any ove who reads theſe 7rue paſſages of that affair 
Judge , whether Mr. ZZAWX#XINS has aquitted himſelf like 
that man of honour, diſcretion , and ingenuity , which the 
LIBBELLER wou'd blazon h1m;and whether my Lord D7/XE 
of ORMONDE be not a more mercifull perſon to the DIS-

in time, and much inferior in matter againſt ZAWHINS than 
the other did, and as to mac LAYGHLIN it is obſervable, that 
though the LIBELLE R affirms he never ſpoke with ZZAW- 
XINS but once,and then only to infinuate into his acquaintance, 
yet HAWKINS bimſelf in. his Examination ownes . to have 
known him 6c. to have'Employed him in his buſineſs for ſome 
years paſt; And beſides it is manifeſt by ZZAWXKINS his above 
mentioned Letter to Mac LAVYGHLIN ( which FARRELL 
produced upon his being Examined and {AWHKINS 
Confeſſed in his Examination to.be hrs hand,) that there was 
a familiar acquaintance betwixt him and Mac LAUG LIN 
before, which Letter, looking ſo /u/picious , and being follow- 
ed with WETYERS and the others /rformations,which ſounded 
ſo dangerous , my Lord LIEUTENANT and CO@NCIL cou'd 
do noleſs than as they did,to Commit 27ZAWXINS upon them, 
and notwithſtanding the LIBELLER. and his Party wou'd 
now, becauſe it ſeems to thwart zheir defignes , refle& upon 
the Government for doing of it, as too much conntenancing of /n- 
formations , yet ( as has been found, by late a Me 
wou'd be apt at another time( if it might advance their purpo- 
ſes) more ſeverely to fall upon the GOVERNMENT for not 
doing of it, as too great diſcountenancing of Evidence,ſo partial 
and ſo paffonate are the FACTIOVS. 


Thus, ( Sir , \havel run through the ſeveral Parts of this 
LIBELL, which touch upon this Xingdom,& the Government of 
t,& inmy anſwers to them, I have for the moſt part mentioned 
and referr'd unto ſuch papers of Eftate & publick Records,and be- 
ſides, all the matters of \ 2k prove to fall within theknowled- 
ges of ſo many perſons —_—— if I had not a fingelar regard 
to trith ob T han Thall ever follow) and a aha: re-

Ian work) I knew ſhou'd be by variety of Teſtimonies diſproved,

ve principles the fartheſt removed from the Popiſh Party, dos yet 
Ne expoſe his LIBELL ( by the groſs /ies which are diſperſed 
ve through it) to be the neareſt allied unto the Popiſh Legend.
